Mr.  Davis'  work  is  represented  in  most  of  the  public  collections 
in  America,  including  Worcester  Art  Museum,  Metropolitan  Museum 
of  Art,  Corcoran  Gallery,  National  Gallery,  Pennsylvania  Academy 
of  the  Fine  Arts,  Carnegie  Institute,  and  many  others. 

"The  development  of  Mr.  Davis'  art  has  been  exceptionally 
steady  and  uninterrupted.  His  grasp  and  power,  his  knowledge 
of  nature  and  himself,  and  his  faculty  of  interpretation  have  mani- 
fested an  uncommonly  even,  progressive  and  consistent  expansion 
and  development.  He  is  now  more  truly  himself  in  his  art  than 
ever  before.  At  the  same  time  he  has  acquired  a  range  of  expres- 
sion, a  variousness,  that  precludes  the  slightest  feeling  of  monotony 
in  the  observer's  mind.  He  goes  from  grave  to  gay,  from  lively 
to  severe,  touching  on  each  chosen  phase  of  landscape  with  firmness , 
confidence  and  breadth,  with  delicacy,  lightness  and  tact,  suiting 
his  method  and  style  to  the  subject  matter.  He  is  a  serious  artist, 
in  the  studio  sense  of  the  word,  and,  moreover,  he  is  a  serious 
man,  who  puts  much  thought  and  sentiment  and  meaning  into  all 
his  work.  He  is  not  superficial;  makes  no  display  of  his  means  of 
painting;  is  modest,  nay,  reverential,  in  his  mental  attitude  towards 
nature  and  his  art.  No  living  American  landscape  painter  shows 
in  his  work  a  sincerer  or  deeper  sense  of  that  something  in  nature 
which  Wordsworth  expressed  in  his  famous  lines: 

A  sense  sublime 
Of  something  far  more  deeply  interfused, 
Whose  dwelling  is  the  light  of  setting  suns, 
And  the  round  ocean,  and  the  living  air, 
And  the  blue  sky,  and  in  the  mind  of  man."
